Edwin T. Meredith, Secretary of 
Agriculture under President WIi- 
son, outline a new relief plan to 
the House Agriculture Committee 
Mr. Meredith suggested a bill to 
establish an agriculture stabiliza- 
tion commission, which would 
guarantee the farmers a minimum 
Price on whoat, corn, sugar, cot- 
ton, butter and wool. These prices 
woeld be “changed up and down 
each year to influence more or less 
preluction of a given crop as the 
demard or lack of demand may 
mak@ advisable.” The commission 
would buy any surplus end dis- 
ose of it or store it, but Mr. 
eredith explained that the pur- 
pose of the plan was to prevent 
surpluses by stabilizing agriculture 
through supply and demand and 
inceptive 

To bear the den mayen of possible 
losses in the minimum-price guar- 
antee, or in handling the surplus, 
an excise tax of one half of 1 per 
cent of the estimated value of each 
annually would be assessed 
against the farmers. He termed 
this an “insura&nce tax.” 

The delegation will resume its 
testimony before the committee 
tomorrow. Legislative experts are 
continuing work on a bill embody- 
ing the principles favored et the 
Moines fgarm-relief meeting 
nationa] board to finance sur- 
plus crops through an equaliza- 
tion fee to be levied at some point 
between production and consump- 
tion and absorbed at both ends.

conclusions as to the literary pref- 
erences of western readers.

humor. Humor doubtless would 
be closer to the tep except that 
there are compara ~ 4 few hu- 
morous books published. ~ 

In the least year, besides those 
that he read for pu@lished criti- 
Clam, Jackson read and reviewed 
534 books by radio. He was amene 
the firet book-reviewers to go on 
the air. Now there are seventy-two 
or more broadcast book chats 
maintained. 

The life of the average book re- 
viewer is one book after another. 
While he does not hope to peruse 
all thé hundreds of volumes turned 
out yearly, Jackson says the pro- 
fessional reader can famillarize 
himegelf with the contents of a vast 
pumber. Jackson reads from fifteen 
to eighteen a week, the year 
around. 

“An hour is enough to devote to 
the lighter type of novel,” he de- 
clares. “To accomplish this, entire 
paragraphs, almost 4 page at a 
time,. must be at a 
giance. This requires training and 
long practice but for the profes- 
sional, is not @o superficial in re- 
sult as one might think.”

WASHINGTON, March 
stantial proof of Haitrs continued 
progress in self-government, finan- 
celal, economic and other undertak- 
ings was furnished the State De- 
partment today !n the annual report 
submitted by Brig.-Gen. John O, 
Russell, American High Commis- 
sioner, for the calendar year 1926. 
He disclosed that the government 
closed tts last fiscal year with 
cash surpls of $1,273,563 hand 
and sald: “Prospects for the year 
1925-26 are unusually favorable.”

in the Kendrick bill, will, in the

practical. 

The measure would appropriate 
$660,000 to be used in making 
loans to settlers on two projects 
to be selected by the Interior Sec- 
retary. Entry on lands in these 
projects would be restricted to per- 
sone wit) a year’s farming expe- 
rience and $1500 in cash. The 
measure was sent to the House for 
consideration. 

Reclamation Bureau officials. 
Secretary Werk said, “are gratified 
at the progress being made in Con- 
grees toward the enactment of le«- 
islation which promises a satisfac- 
tory solution of reclamation prob- 
lems, both from the viewpoint of 

and the Department of 
the Interior. Legislation for State 
aid to reclamation settlers was first 
introduced in the Sixty-Bighth 
Congress, and a law was enacted 
in 1924 obliging States to aid those 
selected settlers on new projects 
who possessed $2000 or its equiva- 
lent tn farm equipment. With the 
passage of this act. the Reclama- 
tion Bureau was, of course, obliged 
to observe this law and proceed 
under it. The State of Washingc- 
ton eo-operated with the Reclame- 
tien Bureau in the administration 
of the new act, but Oregon and 
Nevada failed to extend their co- 
gee when the Department of 
the Interior sought to sedminister 
the new law in those States, espe- 
clally those provisions relating to 
State aid for the new settlers. 


STATES CANNOT ACT

terior Department récentiy, after 
an extensive survey and study of 
State statutes relating te pubiic 
lands, found that severa! the 
States Gould not, under their con- 
stitution, extend ald to settlers as

IRONICAL COMEDY 


Distinguished Audience Attends 
Kennedy Production at

Before a distinguished audience 
that filled the attractive theater in 
the Cumnock Schoo! to its capacity, 
last night, “The Admiral,” Charles 


Rann Kennedy's whimsical comedy 
was presented. 

To any one not present, it might 
seem utterly beyond the realm of 
entertainment that a production 
practically without action, given 
over entirely to dialogue, mostly on 
psychological or metaphsical 
themes, and with only three per- 
sone in the onat, could be staged 
without a dull moment. 

“The Admiral” is a comdetiy with 
@ purpose. It is ironical, satirical 
and heart-stirring. The idea is to 
convey through the picturesque and 
stirring happenings of the year 
1492, the essential significance of 
the present day world problems. 

The characters are a queen, a 
girl and a sailor. Obviously they 
are Queen Isabella of Spain, Beat- 
riz Enriquez and Christopher Co- 
lum bus. 

What to do with a new forld ts 
the problem presented. The 
dramatization of Kennedy's skill- 


set forth the price and the profit 
of discovering a new world—in 
one's own soul, 

In the final analysie its a 
trumpet-call to citizenship. a plea 
for patriotism in the ancient, con- 
structive sense of the word. the 
sense of Magna Charta and of the 
Dechtration of Independence. 

Edith Wynne Matthisen appears 
as the queen, Kennedy in the role 
of sailor and Margaret Gage as 
the girl. 

It is to be regretted that every 
present-day student of dramatic art 
cannot hear Miss Matthison’s su- 
perb voice und her perfect diction. 
Surely there ts no woman fore 
the public today whose voice of 
richer caliber than this beautiful 
woman's. To the role of the queen 
who understands life and is not 
embitiered with the frailties of men 
and the bitter weaknesses of wom- 
em she brings a regal bearing. She 
is, indeed, every inch a queen. 

Kennedy's delineation of the role 
of the + dventurer on the high seas 
of life ia colorful, with fine shad- 
ings. Now he is the dreamer, now 
the beactical man—now he suffers 
in the depths of tragedy and again 
he is most humble. It is a soul's 
life, one might say, that he sets 


forth with heart-searching poigr- | 


ancy. 
Miss Gage, us the girl, who loves 
the sallor, but who its not certain 
of his affection for her, is an ap- 
pealing figure—a woman in all her 
weakness—all her humanness. 
The three carefully drawn por- 
traits, all aymbolic, set forth prob- 
leros——as vita’ in the present day 
as they werr tn 1492. The expo- 
sition is entirely of the theater-—— 
theatrical.

John MecCormack’s third and 
last, not to say farewell, recital

All McCormack concerts begin 
the same way. First th ie the 
ovation which greets him and then 
he sings dignified, beautiful old 
arias from Handel or Mozart or 
their contemporaries with the com- 
plete mastery of a great artist. 
Last tight he chose to open with 
“O Bleep Why Dost Thou Leave 
Me?” by Handel. The long, sus- 
tained tones flowed over the h ed 
audience, envelop‘ng it in the rm 
emotion of the poet's plaint. 

A rarely heard rondo by Mozart 
followed. It was dificult with cir- 
cular phrasing, demanding the ut- 
most in bel canto, 
it. The Italian was flawless and 
In the song's *d7amatic fair one 
caught the possibilities of Me- 
Cormack in opera. 

Dipping Into the moderns only 
slightly, the singer gave “I temp! 
aseal lontani” by Tt isa 
beautiful new song with an accom- 
paniment suggestive of this com- 
poser’s “Fountains of Rome” and 
a tragic, herole atmosphere that is 
impressive. 

Perhaps the finest song en the 
program from a musician's view- 
point, was Cesar Franck’s “Panis 
Angelicus” sung with ‘cello oebbii- 


gato. MeCormack is especially fine 
in songs of worship. His own faith 
shines through his song with sim- 
ple greatness.

THE GREAT 
The Virginia plan followed Mon- 


tesquieu's division of government 
into three departments, executive. | 
legisiative and judiciary. It enum- | 
erated the powers of the Federal | 
government and listed the restric- | 
tions on the States. It provided for 
@ judiciary and executive appointed 
oy Congress, and apportioned rep- 
resentation in the Congress accord- 
ing to population. 

Though this plan was the work- 
ing basis, without changes it was 
impossible of adoption. Party lines 
were drawn among the delegates 
and it was only after consenting to | 
Franklin's suggestion of compro- 
mise that they could possibly come 
to an agreement, 

Accordingly. there were three 
great compromises 

When the small States—fearing 
they would be ewallowed “as the 
whale swallowed Jonah” if repre- 
sentation were apportioned accord- 
ing .to population—threatened to 
go home, Sherman of Connecticut 
and Franklin happily suggested 
that representation be based on 
population in the lower House and 
that the States be equally repre- 
sented in the Senate. 

All*agreed that Congress should 
have the power to levy a direct tax 
and that to insure uniformity this 
should be based on populatiog: but 
South and North differed as to 
whether slaves should be counted 
in this apportionment. Accordinge- 
ly. the second compromise was 
made when they agréed to count 
three-fifths of the slaves in appor- 
tioning both direct taxes and rep- 
reeentation. 

The weakness of the Articles of 
Confederation had been felt most 
keenly by the commercial! States i# 
the Inability of ongress to reru- 
late commerce. They were. there- 
fore. eager to place tn Rer hands 
this control. , But the agricultural 
South feared that this might tIn- 
volve immediate contro) of the 
slave trade. it was acreed to 
give Copgress power over com- 
merce ‘niy with the proviso that 
the slave trade should be Gnham- 
pered for twenty years. This made 
the third compromise 

Accordingly. the plan for the 
Constitution wag completed. and it 
was left to Geuverneur Morrie to 
Graft it tin fte clear. concise stvie.

BATTLE FOR RATIFICATION 


The thirty-nine who had worked 
out the plan and agreed to it had 
now a much harder task to «~btain 
ratification of their home States. A 
provision within the Constitution 
stated that when it had been ap- 
proved by nine Stater through con- 
ventions it should become effective. 

When the pe ple heard the pro- | 
visions of the proposed Constitu- | 
tlon many feared it would involve 
a surrender of rights and pruphe- 
sied that the nation founded under 
it would speedily become a mon- 
archy. Two parties formed in the 
debate. Those favering adoption, 
to emphasize the nonmonarchical 
nature of the Conetitution, styled 
themecives Federaligis. The op- 
ponents wer, called Ant!-Federal- 
iste.

Such decisions by State Courts tn 
Texas, New Mexico, Arizona, Nevra- 
da, idaho and Wash'‘ngton, the sev- 
en other States having community 
property laws Amilar to California 
statute, have resulted in the filing 
of separate returns, she stated. 

Had a favorable decision 
handed down in California in 1917 
when the community property law 
was enacted, it would have resulted 
in a savi of $250,000,000 to tax- 
payers in filing of separate returns 
since that time, Miss A@.ma told 
the court. She stated that the 
statute of limitations had expired 
and that no rebate could be ob- 
tained on taxes pald in the years 
1917, 1918 and 1919 and that the 
limitation would expire for 1920 
in June, next. 

ARGUMENT GIVEN 

She argued t'.at it w-~ the pur- 
pose of the Legislature and the act 
of 1817 to clarify the rights of « 
wife and grant her more benefits 
by giving an undivided ftuterest in 
community property although the 
control is left largely in the hands 
of the husband; also that the law 
plainly gives a w'fe a greater right 
than that of expectancy.
